MORE than 60 parking tick¬ 
ets a day were dished out this 
summer across Walsall. 

A Freedom of Information request 
has revealed that there were 5,632 
parking fines given out across July, 
August and September, working out 
at 61 a day over the three months. 

The fines raked in £90,406 for the council, 
with Bridge Street in the town centre the most 
common site for tickets. 

Former council leader and leader of the 
Conservative party in Walsall, councillor Mike 
Bird, said that while he doesn’t believe problem 
parking is a major issue across the borough, he 
sees ‘all sorts’ of illegal parking across the bor¬ 
ough. 

Councillor Bird said: “Sadly it does appear 
that some people think it is their right to leave 
their car parked wherever they want. 

“I have seen all sorts of terrible parking, 
sometimes it is very dangerous and you have to 
wonder why people are so inconsiderate when 
it comes to this one issue. 

Validate 

“Personally I don’t think parking is a major 
issue across the entire borough but certainly in 
some areas it is. There is no excuse when you 
consider that some places allow you to park up 
for around £2 a day.” 

Up until last year, people could park at the 
Tesco Extra on Littleton Street in Walsall for 
two hours for free. However, they now have to 
spend £5 to validate their parking as bosses 
look to combat people who used the site with¬ 
out paying for anything. 

Tickets are issued across the borough by civil 
enforcers, who Councillor Bird praised. 

He said: “It isn’t a job I would like and some¬ 
times people do get aggressive but these num¬ 
bers show that they are doing a good job. They 
are more lenient than people think and they do 
allow five minutes to ensure that the parking 
hasn’t been done in an emergency. New park¬ 
ing charges at previously free car parks were 
brought into play across the borough in 2014 
as Walsall Council looked to bring in around 
£ 100 , 000 . 

This meant that 2,000 previously free spaces 
across Willenhall, Bloxwich, Brownhills, Dar- 
laston and Aldridge became subject to pay and 
display conditions. 


IT was the stunning display which earned a 
village national attention. Now the Pelsall 
poppy clock has been made bigger and bright¬ 
er than ever. 

The display, made up of thousands of pop¬ 
pies knitted by volunteers as part of a phe¬ 
nomenal village effort, has returned ahead of 
Remembrance Sunday. 

It now features more poppies than ever 
before, around 6,300, with additions being 
made to the gates beneath the clock, while 
the Union Flag has also been added. 

Blacked-out portraits of soldiers also fea¬ 


ture, marking the 100th anniversary of the 
Battle of Passchendaele. 

The idea to decorate the clock was first 
launched three years ago and has gone from 
strength to strength ever since. A dedicated 
group of women has been responsible for cre¬ 
ating the poppies at a weekly ‘knit and natter’ 
group. 

Pelsall councillor Gary Perry said: “This 
year we have refreshed the poppies and man¬ 
aged to get it to 6,300, which has allowed us 
to cover the whole of the fencing. 

“I’m immensely proud. We have a very pa¬ 


rochial community here and they all support 
things like this. We couldn’t do it without the 
community. Every poppy is made with care, 
attention and love. 

“There is a group of ladies who met and knit 
every single Tuesday. Some are people who 
have recently lost their husband and come 
along to this weekly group. It’s all about ca¬ 
maraderie and getting people together. There 
is a lot more benefits than just poppies.” 

Councillor Perry said it was important to 
carry on remembering fallen heroes with 
every year that passes. 


DEVELOPMENT 

Copper factory site 
homes a step closer 

PLANS to build 270 new homes on the 
site of a former copper factory in Blox¬ 
wich, which employed 1,000 people are 
set to move a step closer as a scheme to 
decontaminate the site looks to get the go 
ahead today. 

The St Francis Group put in plans ear¬ 
lier this year to transform the former Cerro 
site on Goscote Lane into a residential 
development. 

Cerro once employed more than 1,000 
workers and closed its Black Country op¬ 
eration in 2010 after falling victim to the 
recession. 

Plans submitted to Walsall Council 
are set to get the go ahead at a meeting 
today, Thursday. 

The plans say the 8.9-hectare site has 
‘known contamination’ issues due to its 
former use. It has also been subject to 
vandalism, travellers pitches and fly-tip- 
ping since the Cerro closure. 

The scheme to decontaminate the site 
to ensure it is ready for development in¬ 
cludes soil stabilisation, grouting and cap¬ 
ping of mine-workings and mine shafts. 

Housing provider whg is behind the 
270-home application after previously 
spending £50 million on transforming the 
Poets Estate area in Goscote, creating 
412 homes at Waters Keep. 

HERITAGE 

Lakes work needed 
to prevent floods 

WORKS need to be carried out on the lakes 
surrounding Great Barr Hall to stop the risk 
of flooding at the historic site. 

Inspectors warned in 2014 that remedial 
works were required at the plot but the land- 
owner has not gone through with it. 

As a result the Environment Agency issued 
enforcement action earlier this year demand¬ 
ing that the lake is lowered and the dam is 
raised. 

Due to the size of the lakes they have to be 
inspected every 10 years. 

A planning application is set to go before 
Walsall Council, today, Thursday, which has 
been recommended for approval.

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Net closing in on tragic Reagan's killer

Knife victim Reagan Asbury 


POLICE say ‘extensive inquiries’ are 
taking place into finding a man who 
fatally stabbed a Pelsall teenager at a 
boxing match after CCTV captured the 
fatal attack. 

Reagan Asbury, from Wood Lane, was 
attacked when violence broke out at the 
boxing show held at Walsall Town Hall. 
He died in hospital the following day. 

It was the first time the 19-year-old 
football fanatic had attended a boxing 
match with his girlfriend’s family. 

Black Country Coroners Court heard 
that police have now identified a sus¬ 


pect, who was seen on footage delivering 
‘a blow to Reagan’s neck from behind’. 

Detective Inspector Justin Spanner 
said: “We have opened a murder inves¬ 
tigation after Reagan received a fatal 
injury after a large scale disorder took 
place at a boxing match on Saturday Oc¬ 
tober 14. 

“Numerous people were demonstrat¬ 
ing violent behaviour that started inside 
and then went outside. 

“A black male with an afro type hair 
style with a white t-shirt put a blow to 
Reagan’s neck from behind. A post mor¬ 


tem was conducted that showed the only 
injury was that to his neck. 

He continued: “We also have a state¬ 
ment from a plastic surgeon who said it 
was a stab type injury. 

“We have identified the suspect and 
extensive inquiries are now taking place 
for us to locate him. 

“It appears that the boxing match was 
a very close affair and there was a lot of 
chanting between supporters.” 

Senior Coroner Zafar Siddique ad¬ 
journed the inquest for two months to 
await the outcome of the investigation. 


Appeal for action 
over lawless' town 


CRIME in lawless’ Willenhall 
is worse than ever claim angry 
councillors and traders want a 
meeting with police. 

Traders have asked for more support 
from police following a number of crimes 
in recent weeks, including a ram raid at a 
supermarket and staff being pushed to the 
floor during a robbery at Poundland. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan, who repre¬ 
sents Willenhall and is the leader of Wal¬ 
sall Council, has said that ‘everyone has 
concerns’ about crime in the town, while 
councillor Diane Coughlan says crime is 
currently ‘the worst it has ever been’. 

MP Eddie Hughes, West Midlands Po¬ 
lice representatives and Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson have been 
invited to an emergency meeting on De¬ 
cember 8 where traders and councillors will 
plead for more police presence in the town. 

The incident at Poundland on New Road 
took place on October 9 where three men 
entered the shop through a fire exit and de¬ 
manded cash and keys from staff, who were 
then pushed to the floor. 

On October 19, a Ford Mondeo was 
driven into the Heron Foods shop on Staf¬ 
ford Street, before a man entered the store 
and took cash. Meanwhile another break-in 
took place at the Keymaster pub on Wol¬ 
verhampton Road West on October 9, 
where two people made off with four tills. 

A petition has been started by traders 
asking for more support from the police. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan said: “Every¬ 
one has concerns about crime in the town 
at the moment, definitely. 

“There have been a number of break-ins 
and I do think we need more police support 
for businesses in the town. It has become 
lawless in Willenhall and I think that mes¬ 
sage needs to be put out there.” 

Councillor Diane Coughlan, who has 
called for the meeting, believes the town 
is more dangerous for businesses now. She 
said: “We need more police, it is as simple 
as that, I have lived in Willenhall all of my 
life and can’t remember it being this bad.” 


If you’ve got it - haunt it, says Angela

IT took her all week to decorate 
her home - so it is no wonder that 
Angela Taplin’s annual Halloween 
bash is the highlight of the family 
social calendar. 

The walls of her living room and 
kitchen of her Wednesbury home 
were blacked out with bin liners 
and she hung up ghosts that light 
up, a mystic woman that can be 
heard ‘breathing’ among other 
creepy creatures on display. 


There was a machine that makes 
smoke and another that creates 
thunder and lightning effects. She 
bought mannequins online and 
painted them up to create ‘corpses’, 
some with missing body parts. 

A friend who makes garden pan¬ 
els knocked her up three coffins 
- adult, child and baby-sized. The 
outside toilet was splattered in 
‘blood’ and the garden transformed 
into a graveyard. 


She said: “It’s my favourite time 
of year - even better than Christ¬ 
mas.” The latest contraption to 
wow her guests was the addition of 
a projector that throws out images 
of zombies coming out of the walls 
and ghosts rising up through the 
floorboards. 

Around 20 friends and family 
usually attend the themed party in 
Handley Street and if they are not 
dressed up, they are not allowed in. 


Mother tells 
of recovery 
fight after 
fatal crash 

A MOTHER has told how her life was 
‘smashed into pieces’ when she lost her 
teenage daughter and suffered a brain 
injury in the same devastating car crash. 

Shelley Whale’s 13-year-old daughter 
Natasha was killed in the smash in 2014 
on her way to school at Walsall Acad¬ 
emy. Shelley was airlifted to hospital 
and put in an induced coma. 

The 49-year-old, from Walsall, said: 
“I was an ordinary person journeying 
through life when my life was smashed 
into pieces. I was involved in a road ac¬ 
cident, which was fatal for my beautiful, 
perfect daughter Natasha at the age of 
13. I was critical and flown to hospital 
clinging to life. I have no memory of the 
accident or the time I spent in hospital. 

“When my brain began to wake up my 
life had totally changed.” 

Shelley will share her story of recov¬ 
ery at Headway Black Country’s 20th 
Anniversary Convention on November 
8. She added: “Life after brain injury has 
meant never giving in, grabbing every 
opportunity with both hands and work¬ 
ing towards making more people aware 
of brain injury - and that although I ap¬ 
pear different, I am still a person with 
feelings, emotions and love.” 

The convention at Wolverhampton 
University Science Park is free. 

Crash driver 
suffers 'episode' 

A MOTORIST was taken to hospital af¬ 
ter a collision with a tree which left his 
vehicle on its side. 

The collision took place on Gower 
Street, Pleck, Walsall at 2.50pm last 
Thursday, with two ambulances and two 
fire engines called to the scene. 

The driver, a 
man in his 40s, 
is believed to 
have suffered 
‘a medical ep¬ 
isode’ at the 
wheel prior to 
the crash but 
managed to es¬ 
cape without 
injuries. 

A West Mid¬ 
lands Fire The car on its side 
Service spokes¬ 
person said: “We were called to reports 
of a vehicle that had ended up on its 
side after colliding with a tree on Gower 
Street in Pleck. 

“A man was trapped inside the vehicle 
and we sent two fire appliances, contain¬ 
ing 10 firefighters in total, to the scene.” 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesperson Jamie Arrowsmith said: 
“We believe that the driver suffered a 
medical episode prior to the collision 
which may have caused it to happen.” 
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BMW driver 
with drugs 
in car is 
spared jail 

A BMW driver, who had over £350 
cash and £210 worth of drugs when 
the car was stopped by police, has 
been spared jail. 

More cannabis, valued at £250 and 
packaged into £10 street deals, were 
found at the nearby home of Waqas 
Ahmed’s girlfriend, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

She was the passenger in the rented 
BMW being driven by her 25-year-old 
boyfriend when it was ordered to stop 
in Bassett Close, Willenhall on Sep¬ 
tember 7. The police officers imme¬ 
diately detected the tell-tale smell of 
cannabis, prompting a search, said Mr 
John Evans, prosecuting. 

A black bag found in the driver’s 
foot well contained 21 street deals of 
the drug while the money was hidden 
in the defendant’s shoulder bag. 

A further 25 wraps of cannabis 
were discovered at the girlfriend’s ad¬ 
dress, continued the prosecutor. 

Mr Preetpaul Tutt, defending, said 
Ahmed had been a heavy cannabis 
user for eight years: “This turned 
into a dependency which he funded 
by buying the drug in bulk and selling 
some to friends and known users.” 

Ahmed from Scarborough Road, 
Walsall, of previous good character, 
admitted possession of cannabis with 
intent to supply and was given a seven 
month prison sentence suspended for 
18 months together with 120 hours of 
unpaid work and £1,200 costs. 

Shelter in need 
of volunteers 

AN appeal has been launched for 
dozens more volunteers to help run a 
homeless shelter ahead of its opening. 

Walsall Council has had to move its 
winter shelter from the Glebe Centre 
in Caldmore, to 40 Darwall Street in 
the town centre because demand for 
the service was greater than antici¬ 
pated last year. 

Councillor Diane Coughlan has 
said the new base will also be open for 
three months instead of one. 

But ahead of its expected opening 
on December 1, the authority is still 
in need of around 40 helpers, despite 
already recruiting 60 people.

Morgan Chap¬ 
lin, behind bars 


A TEENAGE motorist who killed a close friend in a 
horror crash the first time he drove a car on pub¬ 
lic roads has been put behind bars for three years 
and four months. 

Morgan Chaplin - 17 at the time but now 18 - was high 
on drugs and travelling at more than twice the speed limit 
on damp roads when disaster struck, a judge heard. 

He lost control of the Suzuki 
Swift - described as an ‘old 
banger’ - on a left hand bend in 
Lichfield Road, Pelsall after ig¬ 
noring a warning to slow down 
from one of his three passen¬ 
gers on February 11, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told 
on Monday. The car - with no 
rear seats, travelling at an esti¬ 
mated 63mph in a 30 zone - ca¬ 
reered onto the opposite side of 
the road hit a curb and crashed 
into a garden wall, said Miss 
Sharonjit Bahia, prosecuting. 

Catastrophic 

Front seat passenger Ryan 
Coney, who apparently owned 
the unregistered vehicle and 
was not wearing his seat belt, 
was ‘impaled’ by the wreck¬ 
age. The 22-year-old talented 
footballer suffered catastrophic 
chest injuries and was certi¬ 
fied dead at the scene. One 
of the passengers sitting on 
bare metal at the back was 
also badly hurt but declined 
to co-operate with the police 
probe, it was said. 

Chaplin defied a broken 
ankle to leave his fatally in¬ 
jured friend and flee to a pub 
half a mile away where he 
raised the alarm. Miss Bahia 
revealed: “He had never driven 
on a road before.” The defend¬ 
ant had neither insurance nor 
a relevant driving licence. Tests 
revealed he had been smoking 
cannabis and had taken cocaine 


beforehand. The four friends 
had been to Chasewater Reser¬ 
voir but Chaplin was spooked 
by a car that followed them on 
the journey home, flashing its 
lights. He stopped outside the 
riding school in Lichfield Road 
to see what they wanted, then 
accelerated away, said Mr Ste¬ 
phen Cadwaladr, defending: 
“The reason he took off appears 
to be a fear of the three occu¬ 
pants of the other car.” 

The lawyer said the speeding 
Suzuki had travelled just 600 
yards when it left the road. 

Chaplin from Abbot Street, 
Bloxwich pleaded guilty to 
causing death by dangerous 
driving, being under the influ¬ 
ence of drugs, failing to stop 
after an accident and having 
neither insurance nor a full 
driving licence. He was ordered 
to be detained at a Young Of¬ 
fenders Institution and banned 
from driving for six years eight 
months.

£l04m is spent on 
fixing the problem 

COUNCILS across the UK spent 
more than £104 million repairing pot¬ 
holes last year, new figures show. 

And local authorities splashed out 
more than £3m compensating drivers 
who had their vehicles damaged as 
a result of hitting one. It comes as a 
survey from confused.com revealed 
that more than one third of drivers 
had their cars damaged by potholes 
last year, with tyres (64 per cent) and 
suspension (42 per cent) the most 
common repairs. The repair bill total 
works out at £245 per pothole. 

It also revealed that if you added up 
the depth of all the potholes in the UK 
it would be 25 miles deep.

POLICE forces should hire more ex- 
armed forces personnel when they 
retire from the military, a campaigner 
has said. 

Wolverhampton Liberal Democrat 
activist Paul Butters has called on 
West Midlands Police to recruit more 
former soldiers, sailors and airmen. 

Figures show that the force has 379 
officers who were in the services - 
around five per cent of the 7,000 total. 

Mr Butters said: “Ex-military per¬ 
sonnel would make fantastic police of¬ 
ficers, and it shocks me that for all the 
talk of harnessing the talent of forces 
personnel on civvy street we are not 
doing it.” 

0ver-50s prone 
to own a drone 

THE craze for flying gadgets is really 
taking off among ‘silver soarers’. It is 
often assumed that younger people 
tend to be the first to adopt new tech¬ 
nologies, but the majority of drone us¬ 
ers in the UK are aged over 55. 

Research for DronesDirect.co.uk 
found 31 per cent of drone owners are 
in that age group compared to just 10 
per cent aged 18 to 24. Those aged 45 
to 54 are the next most likely to own a 
drone at 28 per cent while just 12 per 
cent of 25-34 year olds own one. 

Only the hologram, 
but Roy to return 

LATE music legend Roy Orbison will 
appear as a hologram for a tour next 
year. The Texan singer/songwriter, 
who died in 1988, is best known for 
songs such as Only The Lonely and In 
Dreams. The hologram of Orbison will 
be backed by the Royal Philharmonic 
Concert Orchestra. 

The In Dreams hologram tour will 
arrive at the Genting Arena in Bir¬ 
mingham on Monday, April 9. 


Town care home rated inadequate 


A CARE home where staff admitted 
they have ‘no time to give people 
a wash’ has been placed in special 
measures. Staffing levels at Park- 
lands Court Care Home, Park Road, 
Bloxwich have been criticised in a 
CQC report which saw inspectors rate 
the home as ‘inadequate’ overall. 

The home is split into different 
units and can accommodate for up 
to 163 people, but inspectors noted 


that care quality varied across each 
unit, with inspectors noting that in 
the area designated for dementia pa¬ 
tients, people had been found sleeping 
in the beds of other residents. 

The report reads: “The provider 
had insufficient numbers of staff ef¬ 
fectively deployed across all the differ¬ 
ent units at the home to ensure people 
were safe. Staff on three of the units 
told us insufficient staff impacted on 


providing personal care. One staff 
member explained, “We have to go 
straight from breakfast into turning 
people, so there is no time to give peo¬ 
ple a wash.” 

“Whilst some people’s experiences 
were positive, other people experi¬ 
enced a level of care that fell below 
recognised standards and did not pro¬ 
mote their health and wellbeing.” 

The home was rated inadequate 


overall, however it only received that 
grade for its safety and leadership, 
with effectiveness, care and respon- 
sivess all being deemed to ‘require 
improvement’. 

Inspectors expressed particular 
concern for patients safety after 
finding a resident asleep in another 
person’s room. Bosses at the home, 
which is run by Bupa, will now have 
six months to make improvements. 


Garden waste collection 
faces 'drastic reduction'

PEOPLE in Walsall are to be 
hit by a ‘drastic reduction’ of 
garden waste collections. 

Service users could be forced to 
pay for future services including 
additional bins as council bosses 
have approved the plans. 

Opposition councillors have said 
that the authority ‘cannot be trusted’ 
after it approved plans to reduce gar¬ 
den waste collections from happening 
every fortnight April and October to 
every three weeks between March and 
November to save £138,000. 

Not only this, but after 2020/2021, 
residents may also have to ‘pay for 
a second bin or pay for a longer col¬ 
lection season.’ In October last year, 
the council had looked to bring in a 
£35 per household charge for garden 
waste collection. However this move 
was later put back a year after it was 
argued that a consultation was needed. 

Consultation 

Councillor Mike Bird, leader of Con¬ 
servatives in Walsall, said after a meet¬ 
ing to approve the plans: “The council 
could not just bring in a charge on peo¬ 
ple and services without going out to 
consultation. 

“Whatever way you look at it, this 
is a drastic reduction in service. Res¬ 
idents responded to the consultation 
to say that they didn’t want things 
to change. The council should listen 
to them. The fact is that residents 
are paying one of the highest rates of 
council tax in the country and this is 
due to go up again. The council has al¬ 
ready closed libraries when they said 
they wouldn’t, now this. They cannot 
be trusted.” 

Councillor Christopher Jones, port¬ 
folio holder for clean and green, said: 
“As always we are facing cuts from the 
Government and garden waste ser¬ 
vices are not an exception.”

Hope for 
at-risk GP 
surgery in 
shake-up 

A DOCTORS’ surgery facing the axe 
as part of a radical shake-up of health 
services in Walsall could be saved. 

The proposals, which include 
scrapping weekend and out-of-hours 
appointments for five practices, were 
revealed earlier this year and will af¬ 
fect more than 30,000 patients. 

Walsall Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) had proposed to close 
Kingfisher Medical Practice, based at 
Bentley Medical Centre on Churchill 
Road, Bentley, and Keys Family Prac¬ 
tice, at Willenhall Health Centre on 
Field Street, Willenhall. 

Now a report by the Primary Care 
Commissioning Committee (PCCC) 
has recommended that the CCG 
pushes ahead with the closure of 
Kingfisher - but saves the Keys prac¬ 
tice. It follows a public consultation 
that saw more than 1,000 people re¬ 
spond. The two practices look after 
4,768 and 4,808 patients respectively. 

The PCCC is a branch of the CCG 
that includes some of its most senior 
members. 

Its report states: “The option to 
retain the practice at Keys Family 
Practice provides the best option for 
future sustainability of surrounding 
practices in the area and addresses 
the social economic challenges of the 
people in the area. 

“There is currently insufficient 
capacity in local practices to accom¬ 
modate the patients registered at the 
Keys to make the option sustainable 
long term.” 

Under the proposals, patients at the 
Keys would have to register at one of 
three practices based at nearby Wil¬ 
lenhall Medical Centre, or other sur¬ 
rounding surgeries. 

Remembrance 
Day funds boost 

FUNDS to allow a Remembrance Day 
parade to go ahead have been raised. 

The Bloxwich Royal British Legion 
group have confirmed that a parade 
will go ahead in the town on Novem¬ 
ber 12 from Bloxwich Memorial Work¬ 
ing Men’s Club. Community groups 
from across the borough were left 
needing to find £4,000 towards traffic 
management costs. 

Walsall Council will contribute 30 
per cent of traffic management costs, 
up to £1,000, but the Police and Crime 
Commissioner for the West Midlands 
pulled out of providing any funding.

Care home in 
low rating 
after third 
inspection 

A CARE home has been rated inade¬ 
quate for the third time this year by 
health inspectors. 

Inspectors from the Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission have revisited 
Leighswood care home on Lichfield 
Road in Rushall for the second time 
after it was placed in special measures 
back in January. After an inspection 
in June, the home was deemed to still 
be inadequate despite making some 
improvements. Now, the CQC has 
released its latest report on the home 
after visiting in July. 

The home’s safety, responsiveness, 
leadership, effectiveness and care 
were all rated inadequate in January 
with particular concerns raised over 
the way some patients were being 
moved. But after the inspection in 
June, where inspectors looked purely 
at the home’s safety, it was ruled that 
the home was making the required 
improvements and was on course to 
come out of special measures. 

However, the latest inspection says 
that has not happened. 

Leighswood is now rated as inad¬ 
equate in terms of safety and lead¬ 
ership, while it is deemed to require 
improvement in effectiveness, care 
and responsiveness.” 

Leighswood provides accommoda¬ 
tion for people who require personal 
care for up to 23 people. 

At the time of the CQC inspection 
there were 18 people living there. 

A lack of staff was described as a 
factor in the inadequate safety rating, 
with the report stating: “Improve¬ 
ments were required in the manage- 

£3.8m boost for 
school in pipeline 

PLANS for a £3.8 million revamp at a 
school are set to be given the go-ahead. 
Joseph Leckie Academy was given 
£3.89m from the Education Funding 
Agency earlier this year which will be 
used to build a new teaching block at 
the Walstead Road West site. 

Walsall Council are set to officially 
sign off the plans at a planning com¬ 
mittee today, Thursday. 

The new block will consist of 14 
classrooms as well as small group 
classrooms and office or storage space. 

Earlier this year it was predicted 
that contractors will be on site in 
January 2018 and the building will 
be completed in March 2019. Keith 
Whittlestone, principal, said: “This in¬ 
vestment in our Academy will further 
transform the learning environment 
for our students and their teachers.” 

The academy will also put in a bid 
next December for a further £4 mil¬ 
lion from the Education Funding 
Agency which if successful will pro¬ 
vide further state-of-the-art facilities 
for sixth form teaching rooms. 


PLANS to reduce the size of a popu¬ 
lar allotment have been thrown out as 
council bosses have agreed to uphold a 
decision by the Secretary of State. 

Not only this, but £10,000 is to be 
spent on improving the allotment 
since the government minister re¬ 
jected the original proposals. 

Walsall Council chiefs had hoped to 
reduce the size of the allotment site off 
Borneo Street by eight plots. 

They said that the aim of the plans 
was to create an improved access to 


garages for people living on the road. 

The council said it would compen¬ 
sate the loss of patches by enhancing 
facilities at the allotment site and 
creating more plots at its Clayhanger 
Street allotment. 

But the Secretary of State for the 
Department for Communities and 
Local Government, MP Sajid Javid, 
ruled the council’s plan was wrong. 

It said the council had not done 
enough to ensure those allotment 
holders who would lose land would be 


given alternatives. Council bosses had 
then said last month that they were 
‘considering their options’ since the 
ruling. 

However, a meeting of the council’s 
Cabinet last Wednesday revealed that 
bosses have agreed to uphold the rul¬ 
ing of the Secretary of State. 

A report into the matter, which was 
approved at the meeting, said: “Legal 
Services have reviewed the decision (of 
the Secretary of State) and concluded 
that the decision was well written, 


clear and concise with no element 
which would justify a challenge by way 
of a judicial review. 

“Cabinet confirms that the scheme 
should not proceed. 

“Cabinet approves £10,000 of cap¬ 
ital funding to be spent on improve¬ 
ments at Borneo Street allotments.” 

The allotments are owned by the 
council and under the Allotments Act 
1925, any changes or improvements to 
such allotments must be approved by 
the Secretary of State.

Old Church Primary School in Dar- 
laston is one of six across the borough 
set to be expanded as Walsall Council 
looks to create 105 extra spaces for 
pupils. 

Darlaston councillor Doug James, 
who is a governor at the school, said: 
“Through the dedication and energy 
of our school staff all our local schools 
are reaching higher standards across 
the curriculum.” 

Expansion at school 
gets council backing 

PLANS for a school expansion have 
been approved. Shire Oak School on 
Lichfield Road, Walsall Wood, had ap¬ 
plied to Walsall Council for permission 
to build a new single storey building 
to allow pupils to use at lunch times. 

A planning application said that the 
current dining hall at the school is ‘be¬ 
coming more and more crowded’ and 
that the issue had become a ‘safety 
concern’. Walsall Council has decided 
to grant permission for the building. 


Council crackdown due 
on 'rogue' landlords 


PEOPLE in Walsall are to be more 
protected from ‘rogue landlords’ as 
plans to improve housing standards 
in the borough have been approved. 

Council bosses approved plans to fine 
landlords if they are shown to not be ad¬ 
hering to regulations in the properties 
they rent out. 

It is hoped that the plans, once implemented, 
will also have a positive impact on issues that 
councillors feel are related to lower standards 
of living, including fly-tipping and anti-social 
behaviour. 

According to the report discussed at a meet¬ 
ing of the council’s Cabinet last Wednesday: “A 
formal Housing Standards and Improvement 
Enforcement Policy has a direct positive im¬ 
pact on the health and wellbeing of residents 
within the borough. Much of the legislation 
that it covers relates directly to ensuring that 
dwellings are in condition that does not impact 
negatively on the health of the occupants or 
visitors.” 

Improve 

Issues that the new policy will deal with in¬ 
clude excess cold, damp and mould in housing, 
electrical hazards, carbon monoxide poisoning 
and explosions as well as the distress and men¬ 
tal trauma caused by illegal evictions and or 
harassment. 

Not only this, but the money from landlords 
who are fined will be paid to the council and 
used by the authority to improve housing con¬ 
ditions across the borough. 

The report continued: “any fine levied is to 
be paid direct to the council for use in tackling 
‘rogue’ landlords and or improving housing 
conditions rather than sums returning direct 
to government. 

“With civil penalty fines income returns 
to the council rather than government and 
this fund can be directly used to continue to 
improve housing conditions and tackle rogue 
landlords.” 

Speaking at the meeting, Councillor Diane 
Coughlan, cabinet member for social care, 
said: “We agreed an update of the policy in De¬ 
cember 2015 and the policy had to be reviewed 
in line with changes in national guidelines on 
both housing and tackling rogue landlords.”

I HEARD a weather forecaster this week refer to 
sunny spells on “the extreme south coast.” Not 
to be confused with the moderate, mild, rational 
or marginal south coast. 

BRIGHTHOUSE, the so-called rent-to-own re¬ 
tailer, has been ordered to pay nearly £15 million 
to compensate about 250,000 customers and 
has been denounced by the Financial Conduct 
Authority for not being a “responsible lender.” A 
reader reports getting an email, allegedly from 
BrightHouse, offering a refund and requesting 
his bank details. It’s a scam. Bin it. 

RESEARCHERS at Glasgow University reported 
a couple of years ago that, while English region¬ 
al accents are vanishing, Scottish accents are 
thriving. If you doubt that, listen to Jamie Har- 
ron, the 27-year-old from Stirling jailed in Dubai

for allegedly touching a man’s hip, talking to 
reporters when he arrived at Glasgow Airport. 
It may have made perfect sense to everyone in 
Stirling but we Sassenachs were struggling. 

THIS sort of interview must pose a dilemma for 
the TV companies. Imagine the diplomatic inci¬ 
dent if the BBC, Sky or ITV started using subti¬ 
tles for interviews in Scotland. 

THE most distressing scene in Gunpowder 
(BBC1) was the execution of Lady Dorothy Dib- 
dale which required actress Sian Webber to strip 
naked before being crushed under weights. You 
can argue that such grisly and obscene detail is 
vital to tell the true story. Yet the truth is there 
was no such historical character as Lady Doro¬ 
thy. She was created for the series, presumably 
to crank up the gore level. 

I REFERRED a few days ago to the Co-op bank 
ending its policy of sending addressed enve¬ 
lopes with credit-card statements and trying to 
pretend that we customers asked for it “in our 
quest towards a paperless future.” Making the 
public think they support some new policy is 
commonplace. Take the revelation that drivers 
may soon be prosecuted for any litter dropped 
from their car, even if somebody else dropped 
it. Part of Whitehall’s justification for this is that 
a survey revealed 81 per cent of us are angry 
about the amount of litter on our roads. Well, 
of course we are. But it’s a quantum leap from 
that to accepting the principle that Citizen A can 


be punished for the sins of Citizen B. Once that 
notion gets into English law, where will it end? 

THANKS for your memories of dodgy subti¬ 
tles on television news reports. The technology 
does not seem to get better. One reader recalls 
‘Cold Daddy’ for Colonel Gadaffi, and ‘I ritz 
eye’, the words allegedly uttered by a resigning 
politician. The recent Storm Ophelia was ‘feely’. 

A READER tells me she plucked up her cour¬ 
age, strode into a local shop and complained 
about the “tasteless and grotesque” Hallow¬ 
een decorations which featured blood-stained 
handprints on the shop window with the warn¬ 
ing: “No-One Leaves.” Good for her. The media 
moguls may own the airwaves but the streets 
are still ours. Defend them. 

IS ‘spreadsheet Phil’ Hammond the most 
bumbling, blundering Chancellor of the Excheq¬ 
uer in living memory, whose political antennae, 
if indeed he ever had any, have simply withered 
out of existence? 

Or is he, in fact, much smarter than most peo¬ 
ple have given him credit for, and just pretending 
to be gormless? My feeling is that Hammond is 
indeed a lot smarter, acute and well-meaning 
than many people have suggested. 

Sometimes, you cannot help but get the 
impression that Hammond, who has been ac¬ 
cused of near-sabotage over Brexit, is taunting 
the Prime Minister to take drastic action over his 
post. A rampant Hammond on the Tory back¬ 
benches could be real trouble for Theresa May. 

So the Prime Minister faces a dilemma. 
Dumping your Chancellor is no minor matter, 
but how long can she tolerate this continued 
behaviour from a Chancellor who does not 
bother even to be subtle in his machinations?

Stan hosts Russian TV show 


QUAD biking and road scrambling 
have stopped hundreds of young peo¬ 
ple causing a nuisance within their 
neighbourhoods. 

Frank F Harrison Community As¬ 
sociation has provided a safe hub to 
at least 200 people at risk of causing 
anti-social behaviour or becoming 
troublesome school students. The 
Walsall-based off-road motor biking 
project was able to support young peo¬ 
ple thanks to funding boost from the 
Big Lottery Fund two years ago. 

Youth coordinator Liam Perrens 
said: “The funding has allowed us to 
provide a safe place for young people. 
At our MotoX track based in Bloxwich, 
the young people take part in off road 
scrambling, quad biking, motorbike 
maintenance, ground refurbishment, 
health and safety training and mar¬ 
shalling at private events.” 

The project, based in Stephenson 
Square, aims to give young people 
aged from eight to 22 a place to social¬ 
ise and learn new skills by providing 
off-road motor biking activities. 

It was handed a grant of just under 
£336,000 to support members through 
a 10-week course, which saw 70 young 
people continue to volunteer with the 
project and a further 14 complete a 
peer mentoring course. 

Blakenall resident Luke Antill, who 
attended the course and is now a vol¬ 
unteer, was referred to the project by 
West Midlands Police after being spo¬ 
ken to several times for illegal riding. 

The 21-year-old said: “I was hanging 
around the streets and riding anything 
I could get hold of on the canal path 
and local fields. I had nothing to do, 
nowhere to go and I was bored. 

“Since taking part in the project 
I’ve stayed out of trouble and I now 
understand that illegal riding is really 
dangerous.”

THE appeal in aid of six-year-old Tom¬ 
my Brown, who lost his legs and right 
hand after he contracted meningitis as 
a young child, will allow his family to 
afford new prosthetics. 

Tommy and his family, who are 
from Walsall, were invited to Albion’s 
training ground where they were pre¬ 
sented with a cheque for £21,004.68. 

Tommy’s favourite player James 
Morrison welcomed the family to the 
training ground and praised the efforts 
of fans who donated. 

He currently has prosthetic legs sup¬ 
plied by the NHS, but he was unable to 
walk more than 18 steps with them on 
- and his family feared it would take 
years to fund the new £20,000 pros¬ 
thetics.

Speeding driver in 
road ban walks free 


A SHOPKEEPER who was 
caught speeding in his 
Mercedes despite being 
banned from the road has 
been freed by top judges. 

Ahjaz Ali was locked up for 
seven months at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court in September. 

The 60-year-old admitted fraud 
and doing acts tending and intending 
to pervert the course of justice, Mr 
Justice Green told London’s Appeal 
Court. 

Ali, who first passed his driving test 
at the age of 53, had his licence revoked 
in September 2010 after he admitted 
driving without due care and atten¬ 
tion. But on May 14, 2014 he took out 
an online insurance policy declaring he 


had a full UK driving licence and no 
motoring convictions or fixed penalty 
notices. Ali, of Highland Road, Cradley 
Heath was then recorded speeding on 
two occasions on January 20 and sent 
a notice of intended prosecution. 

He did not respond and, when a re¬ 
minder was sent, he identified some¬ 
one else as the driver. 

The police and DVLA became sus¬ 
picious and Ali admitted in police in¬ 
terview that he had been driving the 
Mercedes on both occasions. He gave 
the false information because he knew 
his licence had been revoked and ‘pan¬ 
icked’. 

The judge who jailed Ali said he was 
‘aware that, had he provided accurate 
information to the police, it would 
have been discovered he was banned 
from driving’. 


He was, however, of previous good 
character and had a ‘high-standing in 
the community’, the court heard. 

Ali’s lawyers argued his jail term 
should have been suspended. 

They pointed to him being the 
owner of a shop which opens from 8am 
to 8pm, seven days a week. 

Mr Justice Green ruled: “There 
were strong reasons for considering 
that immediate custody was not neces¬ 
sary and a suspended sentence would 
suffice. The judge failed sufficiently 
to address alternatives to immediate 
custody. “The appeal is therefore al¬ 
lowed,” said the judge, who was sitting 
with Lord Justice Simon and Judge 
Mark Brown. 

He concluded: “A sentence of six 
months imprisonment, suspended for 
12 months, is imposed.”

Travellers set up camp 
despite injunction at site 



TRAVELLERS flouted an in¬ 
junction to set up camp at 
the old Oak Park site in Wal¬ 
sall, sparking anger and calls 
for action to be taken. 

A group of six caravans turned 
up at the Lichfield Road site last 
Tuesday evening, ignoring an in¬ 
junction preventing them from 
doing so. 

The encampment led to calls from 
councillor Anthony Harris, who rep¬ 
resents Walsall Wood, for ‘something 
to be done’. He said: “I think it is ab¬ 
solutely ridiculous, we just seem to be 
running around like headless chickens 
here, there is nothing we have done 
which is stopping this. 

“There comes a point where some¬ 
thing has to be done and I know our 
local MPs have been talking about this 
but it is time for action now surely. It 
isn’t fair on residents that they have 
to pay for the mess to be cleaned up. 

“These people are taking advantage 
of the good nature we have all over 
this country but it must be known that 
Walsall is a soft touch because they are 
always turning up here.” 

Recently, Aldridge-Brownhills MP 
Wendy Morton called for a ‘three 
strikes rule’ allowing police to seize 
traveller vehicles that persistently 
break the law during a debate in West¬ 
minster Hall. 

During the debate, she urged minis¬ 
ters to explore new legislation giving 
police powers to impound and sell the 
assets of travellers who repeatedly set 
up illegal encampments. 

She also launched a scathing attack 
on Walsall Council for failing to prop¬ 
erly secure sites in the borough. 

Of the latest encampment, Walsall 
Council said: “Community Protection 
Officers have visited the site to serve 
the injunction papers and will work 
with police colleagues to resecure the 
land as soon as possible.” 


Driver jailed 

A SPEEDING driver branded a cow¬ 
ard by a judge has been jailed after he 
lost control of his car in a crash that 
led to the death of a care home man¬ 
ager. 

Stephanie Grainger, aged 48, and 
from Cheslyn Hay, was out walking 
with her fiance in Lichfield. Harry 
King, aged 21, was driving his Astra 
SRI along Beacon Street at 10.30pm 
last August. 

As the couple walked along the 
road, King’s Astra lost control on a 
mini-roundabout. 

It mounted the pavement and 


over tragedy 

struck a sign before hitting them. Miss 
Grainger, who worked at Springfield 
House care home, was taken to the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital, in Birming¬ 
ham, but she died four days later. 

Last week, at Stafford Crown Court, 
King, from Lichfield, was given four 
years and nine months after being con¬ 
victed of death by dangerous driving. 

He was disqualified from driving for 
six and a half years with a condition to 
pass an extended re-test. 

Police said he ran from the scene of 
the crash and he had traces of canna¬ 
bis in his system.

Store off to good start 


DEBENHAMS’ new Wolver¬ 
hampton store has seen 
‘positive’ early trading, as it 
is becomes a pioneer for oth¬ 
er stores in the chain. 

The department store brand 
said it had launched ‘test labs’ in 
its new stores in Wolverhampton 
and Stevenage, allowing it to in¬ 
troduce new ideas for its stores. 


It added that this had seen ‘very 
positive initial results’. 

The new 93,000 sq ft store in the 
Mander Centre opened its doors on 
October 12, creating 150 jobs and in¬ 
cludes its own deli and 90-seat Costa 
Coffee. But despite the positive per¬ 
formance in its newly-opened stores 
Debenhams has reported a collapse in 
its annual profits. 

Boss Sergio Bucher has blamed an 
‘uncertain’ trading environment. The 


retailer, which also has a smaller store 
in Walsall, said pre-tax profit fell 44 
per cent to £59 million in the year to 
September 2, with like-for-like sales in 
the UK coming in flat. 

The company also booked a £36.2m 
exceptional charge linked to a restruc¬ 
ture being undertaken by the chief 
executive. Sales rose two per cent to 
£2.95 billion and Mr Bucher said: “We 
are encouraged by the results from our 
initial trials.”

A QUIRKY bicycle and selec¬ 
tion of Beatles autographs 
were among the items to be 
auctioned off when Flog It!

Meanwhile a postcard signed by 
each member of The Beatles went to a 
buyer for £3,500, after being valued at 
around £2,000. Patricia Holland, from 
Rhyl, who had kept the autographs in 
her family since the 1960s, said she 
was going to put the money towards 
a holiday. The touring BBC One show 
was at the family-run auction house, 
owned by father and son Phil and 
Chris Aston. The most expensive lot 
to go was a £9,800 diamond ring. Pre¬ 
senter Paul Martin was there to guide 
residents who had travelled from all 
over the West Midlands and beyond. 

He said: “So far so good. We’ve had 
some good results. One of the best we 
had early on in the day were two vases 
shaped like herons that have gone for 
£200 to £300.” The auction followed 
valuations at the RAF Cosford Mu¬ 
seum earlier this month, which was 
the first time the programme had been

Business owners to pay more 
over the next three years 


BUSINESS owners in Walsall are set to 
see the amount they pay in business rates 
increase over the next four years as the 
council looks to reduce it discretionary re¬ 
lief fund. 

Council bosses agreed to bring in a new 
discretionary business rate relief plan at a 
meeting last Wednesday. The plan will see 
the amount the council offers go down over 
three years from 2018 to 2021. Business 
rates are charged on most non-domestic 
properties. Examples of non-domestic prop¬ 
erties are business properties such as shops, 
offices, warehouses and factories. Every five 
years, a re-evaluation of business rates take 
place to reflect changes in market values. 

The amount a business owner has to pay 
each year is on the basis of the valuation of 
their property. The council has a relief fund 


in operation so that the yearly increases 
faced by business owners can be capped or 
gradually increased so that owners have 
time to get used to the changes. 

However, in the next three years, the 
amount available to the council to provide 
this fund is decreasing, meaning business 
owners will have to pay more in rates. 

The council has been allocated £341,366 
for 2017/18, £166k for 2018/19, £68k for 
2019/20 and just £10k for 2020/21. 

The government has said that relief 
should only be awarded on occupied prop¬ 
erties and the scheme should exclude com¬ 
panies that are ratepayers to 10 or more 
properties. Speaking at the meeting, Coun¬ 
cillor Diane Coughlan, cabinet member for 
social care said: “As always, there are win¬ 
ners and loserss.” 


Joan’s back in 
saddle after 65 
years for event 


AN inspirational 85-year-old grandma is back on her bike after 65 
years despite age and back problems. Joan Reynolds, from Walsall, 
last cycled around the Walsall Arboretum, near to where she lives, 
when she was a teenager but started back again with a group of 
women, aged 40 to 85, as part of the Big Bike Revival. 

She said: “Sometimes I get these funny ideas and just ride with them. The Big 
Bike Revival events helped me with advice about the right type of bike to get 
which is important for me to stay safe - especially at my age. If I get injured it 
could be much more serious. 

She was not off to a speedy 
start with the programme - 
run and funded by Cycling 
UK - that helps community 
groups and organisations 
put on cycling activities and 
offers free bike repairs and 
maintenance. 

Now she cycles every 
Tuesday morning around 
the Walsall Arboretum with 
a group of four to five riders 
and the next session is on 
October 31. 

She said: “I’ve got quite 
short legs and even though 
they gave me their smallest 
adult bike to try it was still 
almost too big for me. 

“I was a bit wobbly at 
first, but soon started to get 
the hang of it. 

“We went a short distance 
around the Arboretum, I 
can’t remember exactly how 
far but up to the large gate. 

I can honestly say I thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed doing it and 
trying something different. 

I’m chuffed to bits. 

Lucky 

“When I look back I can’t 
believe I actually did the 
bike ride. Lesley and Gary 
were really good at guid¬ 
ing me and looked after me 
throughout the ride. I was 
lucky to have them there. 

My daughter said whatever 
are you going to do next. 

She was really chuffed for 
me.” 

Lesley is a volunteer with 
Cycling UK who rode with 
Joan. 

She said: “Joan is an in¬ 
spirational lady. She had no 
fear and was determined to 
ride that bike! 

“When she set off down 
the pathway in Walsall 
Arboretum two of us ran 
alongside her but after a 
couple of wobbly moments 
she started to sing which 
helped her relax and she 
was off! 

“In fact, we had to tell her 
to slow down as we strug¬ 
gled to keep up with her. 

So, it's true to say you are 
never too old to ride a bike.“

Plant burns bright 
with Carry Fire 



ALBUMS 


by Leon Burakowski 


ROBERT Plant, the Black 
Country’s Prince of Wails, re¬ 
turns with Carry Fire, his first 
album in three years. 

It has to rate as one of his finest 
albums since the demise of Led 
Zeppelin as an ongoing project, 
sounding fresh but with echoes of 
former glories. 

Surrounded by his expert ensemble 
of rock and folk musicians - The Sen¬ 
sational Shapeshifters - Plant kicks 
off with The May Queen, freewheeling 
acoustic guitar and a vibe close to 
Zep’s Bron-Yr-Aur Stomp and Gallows 
Pole. 

The lower register of the 69-year- 
old rock god’s voice means he has 
never sounded more vulnerable, mel¬ 
low and warmly mortal. This adds a 
poignant quality to the dustblown Sea¬ 
son’s Song and rolling elegiac Dance 
With You Tonight. There is a sense of 
foreboding on A Way With Words and 
Heaven Sent, the latter a song that 
Lane Del Ray would covet. 

Carving Up The World, with its skiffle 
rhythm and nice blues licks, is a rock¬ 
ing riposte to Brexit and Trumpism, 
New World an anti-colonial sequel to 
Immigrant Song and Bones Of Saints 
rails against warmongers. 

The world music element is brought 
to the fore on the title track with its 
North African and Spanish influences, 
both Moorish and very moreish. Plant 
duets with Chrissie Hynde on a psy¬ 
chedelic blues revamp of old rockabilly 
number Bluebirds Over The Mountain. 


Plant brings his Shapeshifters for 
gigs at Wolverhampton Civic Hall on 
November 20 and Birmingham Sym¬ 
phony Hall on December 12. 

On the cusp of the big time since 
their 2015 debut My Love Is Cool and 
a storming Glastonbury set last year, 
London indie outfit Wolf Alice have be¬ 
come the UK’s premier alt-rock band. 

Blending shoegaze guitar swirl with 
grungy hard rock, dream pop and even 
haunted folk, Visions Of A Life, second 
album from the four-piece fronted by 
Ellie Rowsell, matches the ferocity and 
energy of their live performances. 

There are plenty of contrasts, such 
as the sweary riot grrrl blast of Yuk Foo 
(you can guess the sentiment) with the 
sweet yet steely vulnerability of Ellie’s 
vocal on Planet Hunter. 

Formidable Cool is a hard-hitting 
song about a date rape creep, the dark 
and claustrophobic Sky Musings use 
the fear of flying as a metaphor whilst 
Space & Time is a punk rocker for the 
mosh pits. 


Don’t Delete The Kisses is classic 
bitter-sweet Wolf Alice with half-spo¬ 
ken vocal and a potent chorus, and 
Beautiful Unconventional is a new indie 
anthem. Sadboy is a propulsive grower 
and St Purple & Green a slow burning 
ballad. 

The psych-folk of After The Zero 
Hour and the title track, a rock epic 
with oriental feel, have a Led Zeppelin 
atmosphere. 

Wolf Alice are in concert at Birming¬ 
ham 02 Academy on November 16. 

The Hawklords, featuring former 
Hawkwind members Harvey Bain- 
bridge and Jerry Richards, are stuck in 
a timewarp of a 1970s future past on 
new album Six. 

But the retro synths and space rock 
riffs have a certain strangeness and 
charm, despite some clunky cliched 
lyrics. Prog rocking epics Nightside 
and Los Cavatina are the highlights. 

Catch The Hawklords and their fa¬ 
mous lightshow at Robin’s Bilston 2 
venue on November 12.

P am Ayres has been a writer, 
broadcaster, and entertainer 
for more than 40 years. She 
is one of the few authors 
who has had books in the 
Sunday Times bestseller 
charts in almost every decade since 
the 1970s. She is the author of several 
best-selling poetry collections, 
including The Works, With These 
Hands, Surgically Enhanced and You 
Made Me Late Again!. 

And many of her poems are in school textbooks around 
the world including the UK, USA, China, Australia, New 
Zealand, Holland, South Africa, Ireland and Singapore. 

In 2016, once again, the most borrowed poetry book in 
UK Libraries was Pam’s most recent book, You Made Me 
Late Again. And this year she’s back on the road with a 
new tour that reaches Wolverhampton’s Grand Theatre on 
Saturday night. 

Pam is one of the most popular female comedians 
performing in UK theatres. Her autobiography, The 
Necessary Aptitude, was the UK’s bestselling female 
autobiography of 2011, and her 2013 book of poetry, You 
Made Me Late Again, went straight into the Sunday Times 
bestseller lists.

She has appeared three times for HM The Queen - at 
the Silver Jubilee Royal Variety Performance in 1977, 
at a Royal Gala Charity Reception at St James Palace 
in 1996, when Pam, as the only entertainer, performed 
part of her solo stage show, and finally at Sandringham 
Women’s Institute in 2004, when the Queen attended in 
her capacity as President of the Sandringham Wl. 

Subsequently, she was honoured to be awarded the 
MBE in Queen’s Birthday Honours of 2004. 

She is presently performing in more than 30 theatre 
and festival shows and is delighted to be back. 

“I hope it will be fun. I’m on stage for two hours and I’ll 
be using poems and stories and anecdotes and jokes. 

You have to vary it as much as you possibly can. I’ll use 
old and new poems - things like I Wish I’d Looked After 
My Teeth. 

“I’ll use sad pieces too. We moved house after 28 
years, which just about broke my heart, and I realise 
that’s a commonly-shared feeling. There’s also a piece 
about when children go to uni and the great gulf that 
leaves in your life. 

“It’s new and old. I always try and move it on all the 
time. I don’t go round doing the same thing. I keep a very 
careful record of what I’ve said in a particular theatre. I 
try to write new material all the time and I’ve had a good 
writing period last winter.” 

There’s no surefire way to write a brilliant new poem. 
Pam has to wait until the muse strikes and surf those 
creative ways. 

“The process is waiting and praying for a good idea. 
That’s the crux of it. It’s to get a good idea that will strike 
a chord with lots of other people. Those things aren’t that 
easy to find. 

“I’ve been writing about long distance flying recently, 
that’s come together quite well. It’s looking for a good 
idea, then I work on it in the mornings. I go in each 
morning and work on the ideas I’ve got. I try to approach 
the subject from all sorts of different angles. 

“A lot of my time is spent groping for good ideas. When 
I find one, I’m delighted. I try and do something good with 
it. You have to find something people will identify with.” 

Pam’s a predominantly older audience but social media 
has allowed her to connect with a new generation. She 
is on Twitter and is constantly surprised about the new 
young people who come along. 

“I do little political tweets and a bit of sniping from 
the sidelines, that’s brought in quite an interesting new 
audience.

But I couldn’t do that and everybody fell 
about laughing when I spoke them and that was good 
enough. I do feel a lot of people came after me, which is 
flattering.” 

Touring is bliss and she finds herself playing in 
Gibraltar, Althorp and Dubai, among other places. “You 
finish in all these amazing spots that you’d never in 100 
years go to unless you did it for a living. 

“I don’t like the travel because the roads are busier but 
I love talking to an audience is great.

T he Pride of Britain Awards 
remind us of the courage 
which still exists in every 
corner of the land said Prince 
Charles - and with that simple 
statement, he sums up the purpose 
of this annual event. 

The ceremony started life in 1999 
with the express intention to 
celebrate acts of bravery and 
selflessness from people whose 
actions would otherwise go unsung; 
these are ordinary folk with 
extraordinary stories. 

Unfortunately, we’re living in 
troubled times, which means that 
more such acts seem to have 
occurred this year than ever before - 
no doubt those sitting on the panel 
that decides who receives the 
trophies in each category have faced 
a tough time trying to work it all out. 

But what each winner and 
nominee has in common is the fact 
that they did what they did while 
expecting nothing for it in return. In 
fact, they would probably claim they 
simply carried out a deed that 
anybody else would have done had 
they been in the same position. 


Those receiving nominations have 
had their names put forward by 
members of the public, with the likes 
of former winner Katie Piper, Good 
Morning hosts Susannah Reid and 
Ben Shephard, and Cressida Dick, 
the Metropolitan Police 
Commissioner, sitting on a panel to 
decide who wins what - and there 
won’t be a dry eye anywhere as the 
results are made public. 

As for the famous faces taking 
part, well, there will be lots of them 
keen to show their appreciation. 

We don’t see that much of Carol 
Vorderman on the box these days, 
but she’s hosted every Pride of 
Britain ceremony to date and she 
will be taking charge of this one too, 
which takes place at London’s 
Grosvenor House. 

Others set to participate include 
David Beckham, Simon Cowell, 
Michael Caine, Rod Stewart, Lenny 
Henry and Liam Payne, while 
politics will be represented by Prime 
Minister Theresa May and Labour 
leader Jeremy Corbyn; scientist 
extraordinaire Stephen Hawking is 
also expected to feature. 


“I’m always delighted to take part 
in the Pride of Britain Awards,” says 
Beckham. “The winners are always 
amazing, particularly the children. I 
think the bravery and courage they 
show is an example to us all.” 

“I have been to some awards in 
my time, but never to an awards like 
this,” adds Caine. “It is the most 
extraordinary thing.” 

“There’s too much celebrity 
culture in this country,” claims 
Henry. “Pride of Britain is great 
because it celebrates people who 
aren’t part of that world.” 

Among those to look out for are 
the members of the emergency 
services and NHS who assisted 
those affected by the terror attacks 
in Manchester and London, as well 
as the Grenfell Tower disaster. 

Other winners include a quick¬ 
thinking four-year-old who saved 
her mum’s life and a hairdresser 
whose story has inspired domestic 
violence victims to fight back.

Gough left no stone unturned in his bid to ensure the Olympic contingent enjoyed their stay in 
the Black Country with a Go Karting night getting the boxers revved up for action. “It was one

of the biggest events we have put on as a club, we had 
never staged an international contest before,” said 
Gough. “But it was a great success and the feedback 
we have had from Olympic has been outstanding. 

“They travel all over the place for fights but they 
said they had never been treated like this and looked 
after so well. That’s nice to hear and huge credit to 
our club. 

“It was an expensive show to put it on and it would 
not have been possible without our sponsors - Rich¬ 
ardson Capital, Barclays Bank, Willows Construction 
and Virtual Guard - so a massive thank you to them. 
We put all their fighters, coaches and officials up at 
The Copthorne for two nights. We really went out of 
our way to look after them. 

Training 

“We picked them up from the airport and then took 
them to our gym for a training session, and then took 
them out for some food. 

“On the first evening we had a Karting competition 
at Halesowen, which went down really well and then 
had some food and drinks after. The lads absolutely 
loved that. We even had three Priory lads coming 
first, second and third in that, which was great. 

“The Olympic lads had some down-time the follow¬ 
ing day before the show and then they were driven 
back to the airport the day after. A lot of hard work 
went into organising the show but it was worth it. It 
was great experience for our lads, as we will be going 
over there to fight next year in the return match.” 

The standard of boxing also impressed Gough, who 
doubled up as match-maker with Olympic coach Mick 


Mogan. “All the bouts were close and the quality was 
very high,” said Gough. “Olympic are the No.l club 
in Ireland and have won just about every competition 
going. One of their lads, Mike Delaney, is a four-time 
national champion and has won a bronze for GB. 

“Their coach Mick Mogan trusted my judgement 
in matching up the fights and I trusted his. And it 
worked out because there were some great fights. As 
well as the international fights, a number of other 
contests made up a 15-bout bill with the youngest 
boxer aged 10 and the oldest 24, and we had around 
300 people in.” 

Gough has designs on promoting further interna¬ 
tional shows in the future and may look north of the 
border. 

“It has whet my appetite for more shows like this 
and I would love to do an England-Scotland-lreland 
contest. That could be one for the future,” he said. 

As for the immediate future, the club are staging a 
development show at Brierley Hill Civic Hall on Sat¬ 
urday where there will be plenty of action featuring 
just Priory Park boxers. 

And while the club’s boxing contingent continues 
to grow, Gough also runs various fitness classes at the 
club’s Priory Road base. 

“The club is thriving at the moment. Our mem¬ 
bership is rising and I am continually getting texts 
and calls from people asking if they can join,” he said.

ANOTHER hard-earned three points for 
Wood kept the gap to leaders Studley at 
four - with Gary Birch’s side having two 
games in hand.
